(i) parcels created by severance shall be so 
located relative to the agricultural remainder 
that they do not interfere with the agricultural 
use; 


(i7) a severance shall] be permitted only when the 
applicant has been the registered owner of the 
parcel concerned for a minimum period of five 

- consecutive years prior to the date of 
application; 


(iii) no additional severances should be permitted as 
extensions to or within existing built-up or 
Strip development areas outside of identified 
Rural Settlements; 


(iv) severance applications located within recognized 
villages or hamlets may be granted as infilling, 
provided that the Land Division Committee is 
satisfied that it is genuine infillinag between 
existing developed lots, and a plan of 
subdivision is not necessary for the proper and 
orderly development of the area; 


(v) if a septic tank system or a well is required, 
evidence must be produced from the local Medical 
Officer of Health before the severance is granted, 
that the parcel resulting from the severance 
is of adequate size and the soil conditions are 
Suitable for the successful operation of the 
septic tank system or well; 


(vi) the size of any parcel created by a severance 
Should be appropriate to the use proposed; 


(vii) the resulting parcel from a residential severance 
should generally not be larger than 2 (two) 
acres in size; 


(viii) where a parcel of land resulting from a 
severance is to be used for residential 
purposes, the frontage shall be equal to 
approximately one-half the depth; 


(ix) adjoining residential lots should have uniform 
lot depth and shape wherever possible; 


(x) access to a public road shall be limited to one 
point of egress/ingress by a one-foot reserve 
along the road frontage; 


(xi) the permitted structure should be subject to an 
appropriate setback from the boundary of a 
public road, to minimize the impact of traffic 
upon the privacy areas; 


(xii) ribbon development along highways or major roads 
should be prevented, with direct access from 
these roads being restricted (Lots created by 
consent should, where possible, have access only 
from minor public roads to which adequate year 
round access is available. Where a severance 
is granted on a Provincial Highway, Regional 
Road or Local Road access to it should be 
limited by a one foot reserve along the road 
frontage, to no more than one driveway. The 
comments of Municipal Departments of Planning 
and Engineering, the Regional Departments of 
Planning and Public Works and/or the Ministry 
of Transportation and Communications where 
applicable should be obtained as to the 
adequacy to sight lines in the vicinity of the 
application and as to whether road widenings 
are required. );
